State  Department  has  now 
made  public  the  text  of  the  French 
note  giving  the  attitude  of  the 
Parti  Government  on  the  forth- 
coming naval  conference  In  London 
The  memorandum,  which  was  de- 
livered to  the  State  Department 
Saturday  after  arriving  by  mall  at 
the  French  embassy  from  Paris,  and 
published  last  week  In  the  French 
capital.  It  was  explained  at  the 
State  Department  that  publication 
In  Washington  of  the  note  was  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  on  record  the 
translation  In  Washington  of  the 
French  note,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
newspapers  whloh  did  not  cable 
news  of  the  note  from  Paris  when 
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Official  circles  in  Washington, 
upon  the  publlcaUon  of  the  note  in 
Paris  last  week,  expressed  no  con- 
cern over  it*  contents,  since  it  was 
felt  here  that  the  attitude  expressed 
bv  the  French  was  in  general  that 
which  has  been  pronounced  by  the 
Paris  Government  for  some  time. 

The  memorandum  reiterated  the 
view  of  the  French  Government  that 
naval  discussions  had  been  linked 
with  the  disarmament  work  of  the 
League  of  Nations,  and  that  the 
national  needs  of  a  nation  should 
dictate  naval  strength  rather  than 
mathematical  ratios. 

Mention  also  was  made  of  the  de- 
sirability of  a  Mediterranean  poet 
of  nonaggresslon.  In  which  official 
circles  indicated  the  United  8tates 
would  have  no  Interest  other  than 
that  of  Informal  approval.

Jan.  1 .— Ministei 
W  Wu.  of  China,  has  discussed 
with  officials  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment the  decree  of  the  Nanking 
Government  declaring  the  abolition, 
on  January  1.  of  the  extraterri- 
torial privileges  of  foreign  nations 
in  China. 

While  the  nature  of  the  discus- 
sions was  not  discussed,  it  was  un- 
derstood that  the  minister  informed 
the  American  Government  that  the 
abolition  decree  was  not  addressed 
to  any  of  the  Interested  powers,  but 
merely  a  statement  of  policy  by  the 
Chinese  Government. 

Dr.  Stanley  E  Hornbeck.  chief  of 
the  Far  Eastern  division  of  the  de- 
partment, was  the  principal  Ameri- 
can official  at  the  discussions.  He 
will  take  up  the  conversations  be- 
tween Minister  Wu  and  department 
officials  at  the  point  at  which  thev 
were  left  by  Mr.  Nelson  T.  Johnson 
former  assistant  secretary  in  charge 
of  Far  Eastern  affairs,  who  will 
leave  on  January  6  to  assume  the 
duties  of  his  new  post  as  Minister 
to  China. 

The  discussions  today  were  under- 
stood to  be  along  the  lines  of  tlu 
series  of  conversations  which  took 
place  between  Washington  and 
Nanking  on  the  question.  The 
minister  delivered  no  communica- 
tion to  the  department  and  the  dis- 
cussions were  of  an  informal  char- 
acter. 

TEXT  IS  RECEIVED 

The  department  today  received 
from  the  American  consulate  at 
Nanking  the  text  of  tfle  manifesto 
issued  at, Nanking  yesterday  by  Dr. 
C.  T.  Wang.  Foreign  Minister  of 
the  Chinese  Government,  explaining 
the  decree  of  abolition  Issued  or 
December  28.  This  manifesto  ex- 
pressed the  willingness  of  the  Chi- 
nese "to  consider  and  discuss,  with- 
in a  reasonable  time."  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  plan  of  trie  Nanking 
Government  to  abolish  extraterri- 
toriality. 

The  consulate  at  Nanking  ex- 
plained. In  communicating  the 
manifesto,  that  It  had  been  received 
informally,  and  the  departments 
publication  of  the  document  stipu- 
lated that  It  had  not  been  received 
from  the  Chinese  Government. 

So  far  all  communications  re-

The  proposition  of  a  highway 
connecting  up  the  Canadian  Yukon 
and  Alaska  with  the  outer  parts  of 
the  North  American  continent  ap- 
pears to  be  most  bright  for  fuinil- 
inent.  according  to  Mr.  W.  W  Jer- 
mane.  or  the  beatile  Times,  who 
writes  on  the  subject  aa  special  cor- 
respondent for  his  paper  from 
v»  rf*^infifiti:  d.c. 

Mr.  Jcrmane's  message  to  his 
paper  from  the  Federal  capital  of 
the  United  States  indicates  that 
there  is  a  tremendous  interest  mani- 
fested m  this  project  at  Washing- 
Ion,  and  there  seems  no  reason  lor 
doubting  that  the  United  States  will 
do  all  in  its  power  to  further  car- 
rying the  project  to  fruition. 

•  llie  proposed  international  high- 
way from  Seattle  to  Paubanks. 
Alaska,  is  going  to  be  constructed. 
I  believe  I  am  fully  Justified  ln 
making  that  statement,"  says  Mr. 
Jermane. 

"It  la  favored  by  the  Oovernment. 
commercial  bodies  and  automobillsts 
ol  British  Columbia,  and  by  the  Do- 
minion Government  at  Ottawa, 
which  has  Just  sent  to  the  Wasnlng- 
tcn  Government  an  elaborate  set  of 
specially  prepared  colored  maps 
snowing  the  Uiree  or  lour  available 
routes  north  of  Vancouver,  together 
with  the  natural  resources  of  tne 
great  territory  the  highway  would 
open  up." 

FEDERAL  SUPPORT 

Mr.  Jermaine  continues  ln  the 
course  of  his  corresponaence  to  say: 
"It  is  favored  in  formal  statements 
by  the  Interior  Department  in  this 
ctty  t  Washington » ,  and  while  Presi- 
dent Hoover  has  not  yet  made  a 
public  announcement  of  his  atutude, 
it  Is  known  to  be  friendly.  If  it  were 
not.  Secretary  Wilbur  would  have 
been  slow  to  take  a  position  com- 
mitting the  Administration  to  the 
project. 

"In  neither  country  has  there  been 
a  word  spoken  by  way  of  opposing 
it  or  by  way  of  doubting  its  prac- 
ticability. The  highway  would  open 
up  to  the  motoring  public  of  both 
countries  one  of  the  most  diversified, 
attractive  and  least  developed  of  the 
few  remaining  wild  spots  of  habit- 
able North  America,  and  undoubt- 
edly result  In  an  inflow  of  population 
that  In  a  comparatively  few  years 
would  many  times  over  pay  for  the 
cost  of  construction." 

Mlt  lAWYUPI  POSITION 
After  dealing  at  some  length  with 
the  general  project  ol  the  highway. 
Mr.  Jermane  gives  attention  to  tne 
appointment  of  Mr.  Ernest  Walker 
Sawyer,  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  at  Washington,  to  a  posi- 
tion in  Alaska,  where  ho  will  be 
brought  into  close  touch  with  the 
|  project. 

"Probably  no  person  in  the  United 
|  States  or  Canada  has  given  as  much 
study  to  the  proposed  highway  as 
Ernest  Walker  Sawyer,  recently  ap- 
I  pointed  to  be  special  representative 
I  of  •  the   general    manager   of  the 
I  Alaska  Railway,  with  headquarters 
j  at  Anchorage."  says  Mr.  Jermane. 
I  "Previous  to  that  appointment  he 
|  had  been  executive  assistant  to  Sec- 
retary Wilbur  of  the  Interior  De- 
partment     He     will     proceed  to 
Anchorage  in  the  Spring. 

Mr  Jermane  goes  on  to  say  that 
Mr.  Sawyer  Is  most  enthusiastic 
with  regard  to  the  subject,  and 
quotes  that  official  as  speaking  of 
the  matter  as  follows: 

"The  highway."  said  Mr  Sawyer, 
"would  be  open  as  late  In  the  Pall  as 
any  of  the  highways  ln  the  Western 
part  of  the  United  States.  And  It 
would  have  long  Summer  days,  of 
which  we  get  Just  a  hint  ln  our 
Northern  tier  of  states  and  ln  the 
Southern  part  of  Canada.  Before 
reaching  Fairbanks  the  tourists 
would  find,  during  the  Summer  sea- 
son, almost  twenty-four  hours  of 
sunshine. 

"We  must  not  forget  that  this 
highway  would  be  a  very  Important 
link  <n  an  international  highway 
reaching  as  far  south  as  Buenos 
Aires.  In  no  other  part  of  the  world 
would  It  be  practicable  to  build  a 
highway  of  such  length.  Latin- 
American  sentiment  in  favor  of  it 
is  very  great  and  is  steadily  In- 
creasing 

"This  Is  the  preparatory  stage.  I 
look  for  much  greater  activity  ln  the 
future  than  ln  the  past  in  the  way

lhis  is  the  thought  that  has 
captured  the  imagination  of  cham- 
bers of  commerce,  automobile  clubs 
and  countless  numbers  of  other 
groups  and  individuals  on  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  from  Vancouver  to 
Southern  Cahiornia. 

"All  this  Is  coming.  Already  there 
has  been  much  construction  in 
Latin- America  which  has  this  great 
north  and  south  highway  in  mind. 
Of  course,  the  building  of  the  road 
to  Fairbanks  would  open  up  a  new 
airplane  route  to  Alaska,  for  with 
the  road  there  would  go  fueling  sta- 
tions and  settlements,  many  of 
which  would  quickly  become  large 
and  important  towns.  This  would 
follow  because  of  the  natural  re- 
sources of  this  Northern  region  and 
its  agricultural  possibilities." 

On  December  4.  the  Interior  De- 
partment made  an  official  state- 
ment, in  which  It  said. 

"Secretary  Wilbur  has  taken  a  po- 
sition definitely  ln  favor  of  co-op- 
erative action  between  the  United 
States  and  Canada  to  the  end  that 
an  automobile  highway  be  built 
from  Seattle  to  Fairbanks.  Alaska. 
Several  maps  of  various  pioposed 
routes  have  been  received  from  the 
Canadian  authorities,  and  recently 
a  splendid  folio  of  maps  showing 
profiles  and  outlining  ln  detail  the 
resources  of  the  territory  traversed 
was  presented  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  of  Canada.  All  parties 
are  favorable  to  this  spectacular 
piece  of  road  construction,  and  It  Is 
expected  that  the  development  of 
the  plans  will  continue."

TELEVISION  IS 
MAKING  progress 

NEW  YORK  .  N.Y..  Jan.  1— Tele- 
vision slowly  is  breaking  d^wn  the 
barriers  that  continue  to  keep  It  ln 
the  laboratory  stage 

Such  is  the  Impression  obtained 
at  the  Balrd  television  laboratories 
which  have  been  established  in 
New  York  as  a  step  toward  making 
possible  home  reception  of  picture* 
by  radio.  How  soon  the  object  will 
be  an  accomplished  fact  can  be 
determined  only  by  the  future. 

In  the  local  development  rooms 
part  of  which  resembles  a  studio 
various  types  of  television  "cam- 
eras" and  receivers  have  been  set 
up  and  testa  are  being  made  by  the 
a*  of  wires  connecting  the  two 
units  In  all  of  the  test*  both  voice 
and  picture  of  the  speaker  are  fed 
Into  the  receiver  over  separate 
channels. 

The  work  Is  ln  charge  of  an  Ehg 
llsh  staff  sent  from  the    John  L 
Balrd  laboratories  ln  London  and 
I.  headed  by  Capt  William  I.  Jar- 
rard 

Laboratories  were  established  on 

this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Captain 
Jarrard_  Indicated,  to  make  possible 
the  broadcasting  of  radio  pictures 
for  home  reception  in  the  United 


8tates.    Ultimately  it  Is  hoped  to 
use  the  broadcast  channels 
at  present  are    restricted  to 
vision  between  the  hours  of  one  and 
six  a  m 

Television  broadcaata  are  now  be- 
ing made  In  Oermany  by  Balrd,  and 
negotiations  have  been  eornpieterl 
with  the  British  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany for  such  transmissions  In 
England.

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Tlie  town  of  Paisley,  which  normally  at  this 
season  of  the  year  should  be  a  place  of  Joy  and 
gladness,  today  Is  a  place  of  mourning.  Instead 
of  the  voices  of  neighbors  raised  In  kindly  sea- 
sonal greetings  and  cordial  wishes  of  "a  happy 
new  year,  and  many  of  them,"  we  can  hear  across 
the  space  of  a  vast  continent  and  the  waste  of 
seas  that  divide  us,  the  "voice  of  Rachel  weeping 
for  her  children,  and  will  not  be  comforted." 
The  curtain  which  was  rung  down  upon  the  last 
act  In  the  dying  year  was  accompanied  by  the 
raising  of  a  curtain  in   a    little   picture  house 
which  disclosed  a  vividly  portrayed  picture  of  a 
very  moving  and  literally  heart-rending  tragedy. 
Seventy-two  little  children,  the  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  working-class  people,  probably  many  of 
them  enjoying  a  holiday  from  their  labor  in  the 
mills  and  factories  of  an  Industrial  town,  filled 
with  the  Joy  of  life   when   It   Is   young,  were 
smothered  to  death  without  warning  and  almost 
"in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye."   One  moment  the 
little  ones  were  weeping  at  a  mimic  tragedy,  at 
a  mere  picture  of  a  father  and  mother  beholding 
one  of  their  children  being  run  down  and  mur- 
dered by  a  rushing  motor  car.  and  almost  the 

n<vt    mnmpnL   tlirlr    fathers  and 
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helplessly  watching  an  actual  tragedy  and  with 
anguish-stricken  hearts  waiting  for  an  opportu- 
nity to  Identify  the  dead  bodies  of  their  little 
ones. 

Merely  an  accident,  of  course;  and  accidents 
always  have  and  always  will  happen.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  accident*  of  a  like  kind 
in  several  countries  and  in  several  theatres. 
We  have  had  some  of  them  In  Canada.  There 
was  one  In  a  hospital  in  Cleveland,  surely  an 
unexpected  place  for  an  accident  of  that  kind. 
Chemicals  in  certain  combinations,  and  in  pro- 
cesses of  combustion  emit  gases  which  are  deadly 
In  their  effects  upon  physical  life. 

We  have  been  told  that  most  of  the  children 
who  met  sudden  death  in  the  Paisley  theatre 
were  killed  by  Inhaling  monoxide  gas.  The 
probability  is  that  most  of  them  were  smothered 
in  the  wild  panic  and  frenzied  rush  and  conges- 
tion which  followed  the  cry  of  fire.  The  fact 
also  probably  Is  that  the  so-called  theatre  In 
which  the  tragedy  was  enacted  was  merely  one 
of  the  halls  quite  common  In  the  smaller  towns 
of  the  Old  Country,  built  at  a  time  when  movies 
had  never  been  heard  of  and  little  thought  of, 
and  with  insufficient  exits  for  facilitating  the 
discharge  of  a  large  crowd  into  the  streets  in 
emergencies. 

There  will  be  an  Investigation  Into  the  terrible 
Paisley  tragedy,  of  course.  An  event  of  that 
kind  is  always  officially  scrutinized  In  the  Old 
Land.  Responsibility  may  be  fixed  upon  some- 
body, and  that  somebody  may  be  punished  in 
some  way.  But  the  fixing  of  responsibility  and 
the  Infliction  of  a  penalty  will  prove  but  poor 
consolation  to  parents  who  mourn  not  only  for 
their  children  but  weep  at  the  thought  of  the 
frenzied  struggle  of  the  children  that  they  might 
continue  to  live  and  the  agony  of  the  moments 
which  preceded  death. 
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If  it  is  true,  aa  the  philosophers  tell  us  with 
the  usual  philosophical  assurance,  that  some- 
thing to  look  forward  to  not  only  gives  zest  to 
life  but  actually  prolongs  life,  then  aa  we  enter 
upon  the  new  year  there  should  be  an  abundant 
assurance  of  prolonged  life,  for  there  is  much  to 
look  forward  to.  and  many  of  the  things  we  have 
to  look  forward  to  may  prove  of  either  momen- 
tous Importance  or  of  little  consequence. 

The  first  thing  we  have  to  look  forward  to  In 
the  new  year  Is  the  series  of  national  and  Inter- 
national conversations  or  conventions  which  will 
begin  with  the  convention  and  conversations  to 
be  held  In  London  upon  reduction  of  naval 
armaments,  with  the  object  of  attaining  a  con- 
dition of  "parity"  In  naval  power. 

Some  people  look  forward  to  that  meeting 
with  abounding  hope;  other  people  with  cold  and 
placid  charity.  The'  hopeful  people  point  with 
pride  to  the  amicable  result  of  the  "open  and 
aboveboard"  conversations  which  took  place  be- 
tween the  Prime  Minister  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  President  of  the  United  8tates  on  the  subject 
of  comparative  naval  armaments.  The  doubtful 
people  point  with  misgivings  to  the  alleged  feel- 
ings of  Jealousy  which  "  have  been  aroused  in 
some  European  Powers  by  the  conversations  be- 
tween the  Prime  Minister  and  the  President. 

There  Is  a  suspicion  abroad  In  certain  parts 
of  Europe  that  a  conspiracy  has  been  hatched 
by  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  President  with 
the  objeet  of  attaining  Anglo-Saxon  domination 
of  the  world.  There  Is  no  Justification  for  that 
suspicion  of  course.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever 
that  the  supreme  desire  In  the  hearts  of  the 
Prime  Minister  and  the  President  is  the  attain- 
ment of  permanent  peace  in  the  world.  But 
when  a  convention  Is  entered  with  suspicion 
and  conversations  are  carried  on  In  an  atmos- 
phere of  doubt,  the  conversations  may  develop 
into  arguments,  and  arguments  culminate  in 
bitterness  and  recrimination.  So  there  is  a  suf- 
ficient element  of  doubt  attached  to  the  result 
of  the  convention  to  lend  zest  to  the  Imagination 
and  there  is  therefore  something  of  more  than 
ordinary  Interest  to  look  forward  to  In  that 
momentous  matter. 

Then  there  Is  the  position  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment to  consider  with  more  than  an  ordinary 
degree  of  interest.  If  that  Government  had  a 
rebellion  In  India  on  It*  hands,  and  the  future 
of  the  Empire  depended  upon  the  manner  In 
which  that  uprising  against  constituted  author 
ity  was  handled,  what  would  It  do  about  it? 
8uch  a  situation  would  be  a  source  of  sufficient 
embarrassment  to  any  government  What 
would  a  government  which  believes  that  any 
situation  ran  be  met  by  pacifist  measures  do

'ion  of  M.at  k-nd  '  The  M:wl>nnald  ( U  >•:<■•  nment 
is  t.t<  fit  w  itn  many  dlffi.  ul«  pi  obi.  in.-  b>  •  ide  , 
the  very  perplexing  problem  of  India,  and  would 
be  worthy  of  sympathy  but  for  the  fact  that  the 
government's  difficulties  are  nearly  all  of  Its  own 
creation. 

Hut  while  the  governments  of  almost  every ' 
country  In  Europe  and  of  some  countries  in 
Asia  are  beset  with  difficulties,  we  are  not  ex- 1 
empt  from  the  ordinary  human  lot  even  in  iso- 
lated America,  l  or  example,  we  are  told  by  an 
excellent  American  authority  that  a  state  of 
civil  war  prevails  In  the  United  States.  If  the 
dally  casualties  In  the  ranks  of  the  rebels  against 
prohibition  and  in  the  forces  'of  the  army  and 
navy  attempting  to  uphold  the  provisions  uf  the 
Prohibition  law  were  tabulated  and  published, 
they  would  be  sufficiently  impressive  to  sustain 
the  position  of  the  excellent  authority  There 
is  rebellion,  in  the  country  and  in  the  Congress 
against  Prohibition.  None  of  the  courtesies  of 
arms  are  observed  when  the  hostile  forces  meet. 
There  Is  a  common  understanding  that  the  only 
thing  to  do  Is  to  shoot  and  to'  kill.  The  provi- 
sions of  the  law  cannot  be  enforced  by  conven- 
tional methods,  such  as  arrest,  trial,  conviction 
and  Incarceration.  Occasionally  Innocent  people 
are  killed  In  the  indiscriminate  exchanges  of  fire, 
but  accidents  will  happen.  The  officer  who  Is 
directing  the  campaign  against  the  rebels  has 
declared  that  the  system  of  warfare  Is  to  be  in- 
tensified. If  we  are  not  Interested  In  the  slaugh- 
ter because  It  Is  entirely  an  Impersonal  matter, 
we  cannot  but  be  interested  In  the  result.  Will 
the  war  be  prolonged  Indefinitely,  or  will  the 
rebels  either  all  be  killed  or  will  the  residue  that 
is  left  in  process  of  time  lay  down  their  arms  and 
the  triumph  of  Prohibition  be  celebrated  in  a 
day  of  national  prayer  and  thanksgiving?

The  report  deals  with  132  chain 
stores,  which  number  Includes  the 
great  bulk  of  those  existing  in  Can- 
ada at  the  date  of  the  inquiry.  The 
bureaus  list,  however,  ls  being 
steadily  added  to,  and  it  is  hoped 
In  time  to  obtain  complete  returns. 

According  to  findings  contained 
in  the  report,  chain  stores  for  the 
distribution  of  groceries  are  the 
mast  numerous,  amounting  to 
twenty-four  systems  of  the  132  cov- 
ered by  the  report,  and  these  twen- 
ty-four systems  include  1,319  stores. 
Meat  chains  number  ten  and  include 
272  stores;  general  and  variety 
stores,  eight  chains  with  274  stores; 
drugs  and  chemicals,  nineteen 
chains  with  200  stores;  and  tobacco 
chains,  three  with  172  stores.  All 
other  chain  groups  had  each  under 
100  stores. 

In  1928  tire  total  sales  made  by 
the  132  chain  stores  amounted  to 
$189,723,797.  This  is  equivalent  to 
$63,880  per  store  and.  taking  the 
estimated  population  of  Canada  as 
9.658.000  in  1928.  It  works  out  at 
about  $20  per  capita.  Sales  by  prov- 
inces were  largest  in  Ontario,  where 
they  aggregated  $107,213,358.

It  has  been  developed 
and  brought  to  its  present  state  of 
Importance  by  the  use  of  Imported 
raw  products.  Still  further  progress 
was  made  In  the  Industry  during 
the  calendar  year  1928.  Of  Canada's 
chief  producing  centres,  thirty-one 
were  situated  In  Ontario,  twelve  in 
Quebec  and  two  In  British  Colum- 
bia. Of  these,  four  were  for  the 
manufacture  of  tires  only;  two 
manufactured  tires  and  footwear, 
and  six  specialized  in  tires  and 
other  rubber  products.  The  number 
making  footwear  only  was  nine; 
factories  producing  footwear  and 
other  rubber  products  numbered 
two;  while  twenty-two  were  devot«d 
to  the  manufacture  of  rubber  prod- 
ucts other  than  tires  and  footwear. 

Some  idea  of  the  size  of  the  in- 
dustry may  be  gathered  from  the 
amount  of  the  capital  invested  In 
It  and  the  number  of  workpeople 
employed.  In  1928.  the  capital  In- 
vestment amounted  to  $70,459,066. 
to  which  the  rubber  tire  section 
contributed  $54,222,878.  and  the 
footwear  section  $16,236,188.  Of  the 
total,  fixed  capital  In  the  Industry 
as  a  whole  amounted  to  $40,032,637 
and  working  capital  to  $30,428,429.

In  the  old  days  of  racial  contro- 
versy in  the    Transvaal.  Robinson 
stood   firmly  on   the  side  of  the 
Dutch.    His  friendship   with  Paul 
Kruger  was  of  old  standing.  But 
Robinson,    to    leave    nothing  to 
chance,  maintained  a  sort  of 'charge 
d'affaires  at  Pretoria,  to  "keep  his 
end  up"  In  the  welter  of  corruption 
and  Intrigue  which  involved  the  in- 
cessant  negotiations    between  the 
gold  magnates  of  the  Rand  and  the 
farmer-legislators    at   the  capital. 
One  of  the  charges  against  Robinson 
was  that  he  lent  Kruger  £200  000  be- 
fore   the   South   African   War  of 
1899-1902.  on  the  strength  of  which 
the  old  President  hardened  his  heart 
and  dismissed  all  considerations  of  a 
peaceful  settlement  with  the  Ult- 
landers.    Robinson's  retort  was  that 
in  truth  his  part  was  that  of  a  bene- 
factor to  the  mining  population; 
that  but  for  the  loan  Kruger  would 
merely  have  laid  a  fresh  burden  of 
taxation  on  the  Rand,  and  still  gone 
on  to  war. 

Joseph  Benjamin  Robinson  was 
born  on  August  3.  1840,  at  Cradock. 
In  the  Eastern  Province  of  Cape 
Colony.  About  1867  he  acquired  a 
big  stretch  of  land  along  the  Vaal 
River  There  he  found  diamonds 
In  wlvit  was  to  be  the  scene  of  the 
famous  river  diggings,  which  yielded 
stones  of  the  purest  white.  He 
claimed  that  he  was  the  first  to 
export  diamonds  to  England  from 
South  Africa. 

In  the  exodus  from  Kimberley. 
following  on  the  amalgamation  of 
the  diamond  mines  by  Cecil  Rhodes. 
Robinson  was  one  of  the  first  ad- 
venturers to  reach  the  Wltwaters- 
rand.  on  the  scent  of  the  new  gold 
discovery.  None  knew  better  how 
to  grasp  the  golden  opportunity. 

Like  other  Rand  magnates.  Sir 
Joseph  succumbed  to  the  lure  of 
"Park  Lane."  He  was  In  London  at 
the  time  of  the  Jameson  Raid,  in 
1895.  Mr.  Chamberlain— we  have  I 
Robinson's  assurance -consulted  him 
frequenUy  during  the  crisis;  and 
there  Is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  his 
friendship  and  Influence  with  "Oom 
Paul"  and  his  readiness  to  use  his 
good  offices  stood  the  British  Oov- 
ernment  and  the  Reformers,  little 
as  he  loved  them.  In  good  stead. 

8lr  Joseph  was  created  a  baronet, 
on  the  recommendation  of  Mr 
Asqulth.  In  July.  1908.  In  his  Park 
Lane  period  Robinson  collected  Old 
Masters,  and  made  monev  out  of 
them.  He  married.  In  1877.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Rebecca  Ferguson,  of  a 
Klmberley  family,  and  had  four 
sons,  of  whom  two  survive,  and  five 
daughters.  He  Is  succeeded  In  the 
baronetcy  by  his  eldest  son.  Joseph 
Benjamin,  born  In  1877    The  new

His    natural    turn    of   speed  he 
must  also  learn  to  control,  traveling 
fast  or  gently  on  demand.  Four 
months  of  this  and  the  puppy  and 
his  handler  should  have  developed 
between  them  a  bond  of  sympathy  j 
and  understanding,  almost  a  unan- 
Imity  of  thought. 

When  a  lesson  has  been  thor-  [ 
oughly  learnt  avoid  all  unnecessary 
use  of  It.    Command  as  little  as 
possible  and  never  punish  except 
for  gross  and  wilful  disobedience.  If 
your  dog  gets  rattled,  speak  to  him  1 
calmly  and  In  a  matter  of  fact  way 
A  few  odd  words  In  an  even,  unex- 
clted,  rather  kindly  tone  will  put  the  j 
dog  at  his  ease  at  once.    He  sees 
you  understand,  and  off  he  goes  j 
again  to  do  his  best. 

When  he  is  first  tried  among  the  ! 
sheep,  always  keep  the  latter  on  ; 
the  move.  He  will  learn  to  circle  i 
them  with  very  little  tuition.  En-  1 
courage  him  to  bring  them  gently  , 
towards  you.  If  there  are  only  five 
or  six,  It  Is  better  to  teach  him  to  ' 
walk  In  a  straight  11: $  behind  them, 
and  not  too  near.  If  they  come 
steadily  let  him  follow,  but  always 
he  must  drop  at  the  whlstle»-lmme- 
dlately. 

RAPID  ADVANCE 

From  now  on  his  tuition  advances 
rapidly,  the  Intermediate  stages 
being  more  or  less  easily  absorbed 
One  of  the  later  Items  of  his  train- 
ing, a  very  necessary  one.  Is  known 
as  "shedding."  This  Is  a  manoeuvre  j 
against  all  the  Instincts  of  the  dog. 
and  Is  used  to  cut  out  selected  sheep 
from  the  pack.  To  train  a  dog  to  | 
"shed"  get  the  sheep  passing  quietly 
between  you  and  the  distant  dog. 
Then  divide  the  sheep  and  call  him 
In.  Drop  him  halfway,  between  the 
two  packs  Oet  behind  one  of  the 
lots  and  drive  them  on  to  him.  Then 
get  him  to  work  and  turn  them  to 
you.  always  making  sure  he  does  not 
rise  until  Instructed. 

Driving  Rheep  away  from  you  Is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  things 
taught.  Bring  the  dog  by  means  of 
the  "come -in"  whistle,  towards  you, 
and  then,  when  he  is  clear  of  the 
sheep,  give  him  the  call  to  advance 
towards  them.  As  he  turns,  with  hLs 
head  towards  them,  drop  him  Im- 
mediately Then  work  him  gently  on 
This  thoroughly  learned,  teach  him 
to  work  from  side  to  side  between 
you  and  the  sheep.  Circle  him  to  one 
flank  or  the  other  and  then  drive 
him  directly  forward  from  where  he 
was  stopped.  In  time  he  will  drive 
from  either  side  or  straight  away 
from  you  without  the  least  doubt  or 
hesitation.

Common  brick  plants  are  or 
have  been  established  at  Ascot  and 
Wherbrooke  on  the  Quebec  Central 
Railway;  at  Lachute  on  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  -  Montreal -Ot- 
tawa North  8hore  Line;  at  8haw- 
vllle  on  the  Waltham  branch  of  the 
Canadian   Pacific   Railway;   at  St 
Tlte.  Ormstown.  Mitchell.  Deschall- 
lons  and  Ste  Marie    With  the  edu- 
cation of  the  farmer  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence clay  belt  to  the  value  of  under- 
dralnage,  there  will  be  opportunities 
for  the  establishment  of  a  number 
of  drain  tile  plants.    A  clay  that 
gives  promise  of  being  suitable  for 
paving  brick  exists  near  8t  Charles, 
east  of   the   city  of  Quebec  and 
south  of  the  St.  Lawrence.    At  Vau- 
dreutl,  near  the  west  end  of  the 
Island   of   Montreal,   are  undevel- 
oped clay  beds  of  good  quality 'for 
brick  making 

In  the  Province  of  Ontario,  sev- 
eral varletlea  of  clays  and  shales 
are  available  for  structural  products, 
but  the  tendency  of  the  larger  plants 
has  been  to  utilise  shales  Shale 
plants  are  situated  at  Ottawa.  To- 
ronto. Hamilton  and  at  a  number 
of  amaller  places  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Toronto.  Most  of  these  are 
served  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way, and  there  are  numerous  local- 
Hies  along  the  various  branch  lines 
that  have  deposits  of  suitable  claya 
as  yet  undeveloped  In  he  Fort 
William  district  there  are  excellent 
deposits  of  clays  and  shales  suitable 
for  the  manufacture  of  red  face

A.*  regards  the  Western  Provinces 
of  the  Dominion,  there  Is  a  great 
variety  and  abundance  of  clays,  and 
a  large  and  varied  Industry  can  be 
maintained.     With  a  smaller  and 
more  decentralized  population  than 
Eastern  Canada,  the  West  has  ob- 
viously a  smaller  clay  Industry,  but 
Increasing     population,     and  the 
growth  and  industrialization  of  the 
cities   are   causing   important  In- 
creases in  the  production  of  differ- 
ent types  of  clayware  In  Manitoba 
at  present  there  are  plants  at  Win- 
nipeg,  Portage  la  Prairie.  White- 
mouth.  Edrans  and  Ollbert  Plains, 
producing  white,  buff  or  red  soft 
mud  bricks.    At  the  Alslp  plant  in 
Winnipeg  a  good  tapestry  brick  in 
various  shades  Is  made  from  a  mix- 
ture of  surface  clays. 

In  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan, 
at  Estevan.  one  establishment  In 
1»2»  manufactured  nearly  9.000.000 
common  brick  from  claya  at  the 
base  of  the  Ravenserag.  as  well  as 
over  1,000.000  face  bricks  of  good 
quality  During  the  present  year  the 
same  company  will  make  hollow 
building  block  from  the  same  clays. 
The  most  Important  clay*  In  Saskat- 
chewan, and  probably  the  most  Im- 
portant refractory  clays  of  Canada, 
are  found  in  the  southwest  part  of 
the  province  in  several  areas,  and 
some  of  these  are  well  placed  for 
transportation  facilities  The  Cy- 
press Hills  area  centres  about  East- 
end  and  Ravenserag,  where  the 
Weyburn-Lethbridge  line  of  the

Of  particular  Interest  to  golfers 
I  Is  the  chapter  devoted  to  "the  game 
of  goff."  It  ls  quoted  in  full: 

"This  game  is  the  favorite  amuse  - 
ment  In  Scotland  In  the  Summer; 
It  is  played  with  clubs  and  balls. 

"Of  the  clubs  there  are  six  Bort* 
used  by  proficients,  viz..  the  com- 
mon club,  when  the  ball  lies  on  the 
ground;  the  scraper  and  half  scrap- 
er, when  in  long  grass;  the  spoon, 
when  In  a  hollow;  the  heavy  Iron 
club,  when  It  lies  deep  among  the 
stones  or  mud.  and  the  light  Iron 
club,  when  on  the  surface  of  shin- 
gle or  sandy  ground  All  these  clubs 
are  tapered  at  the  part  that  strikes 
the.  ball;  they  are  also  faced  with 
horn  and  loaded  with  lead. 

"The  balls  are  considerably  small- 
er than  those  used  at  cricket,  but 
much  harder.  They  are  made  of 
horse  leather,  stuffed  with  feathers. 
In  a  peculiar  manner,  and  boiled. 

"The  ground  may  be  circular,  tri- 
angular or  a  semicircle.  The  num- 
ber of  holes  are  not  limited;  that 
always  depends  on  what  the  length 
of  the  ground  will  admit.  The  gen- 
eral distance  between  one  hole  and 
another  ls  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile, 
which  commences  and  terminates 
every  game,  and  fae  party  who  gets 
their  ball  in  by  the  fewest  number 
of  strokes  is  the  victor. 

"Two,  four,  six.  eight,  or  as  many 
as,  choose,  may  play  together,  but 
what  Is  called  the  good  game  never 
exceeds  four,  that  number  being  al- 
lowed to  afford  best  diversion  and 
not  so  liable  to  confusion  as  six, 
eight,  ten,  or  twelve  might  be. 

"The  more  rising  or  uneven  the 
ground  requires  the  greater  nicety 
or  skill  in  the  players,  on  which 
account  It  Is  always  given  the  pref- 
erence to  by  proficients. 

"Light  balls  are  used  when  play- 
ing with  the  wind  and  heavy  ones 
against  It. 

"At  the  beginning  of  each  game 
the  ball  Ls  allowed  to  be  elevated 
to  whatever  height  the  player 
chooses  for  the  convenience  of 
striking,  but  not  afterwards.  This 
Is  done  by  means  of  sand  or  clay, 
called  a  teeing 

•The  balls  which  are  played  off 
at  the  beginning  of  the  game  must 
not  be  changed  until  the  next  hole 
Ls  won.  even  if  they  should  happen 
td  burst.

PROVENCE.  France.  Dec.  3  (By 
Mail).— An  Important  habit  for  the 
stranger  in  all  countries  to  acquire 
is  the  national  way  of  saying  "How 
do  you  do?"  In  Toronto  it  is  said 
with  a  frigid  nod  of  the  head;  In 
Winnipeg  with  a  hearty  handshake; 
and  In  postwar  France,  as  in  the 
time  of  Louis  XIV.  it  is  said  with  a 
kiss  of  the  hand. 

Manners  are  changing  in  France. 
During  the  war  it  was  a  rough-and- 
tumble  world  where  rank  was  for- 
gotten, where  high  and  low  struggled 
together  for  life.  The  American  idea 
prevailed  of  "hail-fellow-well-met," 
Now  ten  years  are  beginning  to  show 
that  American  Ideas  cannot  prevail 
In  Europe.  As  a  charming  French 
woman  said:  "In  the  salons  at  least, 
we  are  back  where  we  were  before 
the  war  a  gentleman  kisses  a  lady's 
hand,  politeness  rules,  and  deference 
is  due  to  the  elders." 

Indeed,  you  have  only  to  watch  a 
young  girl  greeting  her  mother's 
friends,  curtseying,  refusing  to  sit 
down,  Lo  realize  how  "modern  youth" 
in  France  Ls  not  modern  at  all.  Pre- 
revolutlonary  ideas  are  still  the 
essentials  In  French  life. 

Perhaps  it  Is  not  the  same  In 
Paris— the  tourists'  "France  "  But 
Parts,  like  New  York  or  London,  ls 
cosmopolitan.  The  real  France  is  to 
be  found  In  the  -provinces;  and  of 
all  the  provinces  the  most  ancient, 
the  most  cultured,  Is  that  of  the 
South— Provence. 

The  girls  of  the  South  are  said 
to  be  the  most  beautiful  because 
their  ancestors  were  the  Oreeks, 
who  settled  here  when  the  rest  of 
Gaul  was  forest  and  marsh.  Here 
the  Romans  built  up  colonies,  estab- 
lished theatres,  baths,  canals.  Here 
the  troubadours  of  the  Middle  Ages 
found  their  songs. 

Provenee  has  a  hLstory,  a  litera- 
ture and  a  living  language  all  Its 
own,  and  this  ls  one  reason  for  its 
great  charm.    But  it  has  also  much

As  a  result 
there  ls  In  France  a  "league  for 
the  rights  of  women  "  and  Its  presi- 
dent. Madame  Maria  Verone.  Ls  ln- 
sLstent  that  woman's  place  need  not 
be  In  the  home.  Against  her  argu- 
ments Pierre  Mllle.  a  noted  French 
novelist,  declares  that  the  chief  con- 
cern of  the  women  of  the  provinces 
Is  the  home  and  man's  place  therein. 
He  is  nearer  the  truth. 

The  French  girl  ls  taught  first  of 
all  how  to  be  a  good  housewife;  she 
is  taught  obedience  and  deference 
And  when  a  "matchmaker"  comes 
along -there  are  always  one  or  two 
In  each  town  —  suggesting  to  the 
mother  that  a  certain  young  man 
has  the  necessary  wealth,  the 
daughter  is  usually  acquiescent. 

There  is  yet  another  problem  be- 
fore the  girl  of  good  family.  Mar- 
riage is  her  goal,  yes,  but  It  does  not 
always  happen  that  there  are 
enough  eligible  men  to  go  around. 
A  Frenchwoman  will  explain  that 
"nowadays  the  young  men  some- 
times marry  outside  their  circle; 
but  never,  never,  the  young  girls 
The  girl  would  rather  be  an  'old 
maid'  than  a  wealthy  merchant's 
wife — or  even  a  professor's  wife." 

In  France,  November  25  is  the 
feast  of  St.  Catharine,  the  patron 
saint  of  all  "old  maids."  It  Is  on 
that  day  that  the  girls  over  twenty- 
five  need  to  walk  the  town  cau- 
tiously. For  even  If  they  stay  at 
home  It  happens  sometimes  that  a 
rejected  lover  makes  his  appear- 
ance, rings  loudly  at  the  gate— and 
then  leaves  behlng  him  a  bulky  par- 
cel. Then  woe  betide  the  girl  who 
looks  within' 

it  Ls  a  bonnet,  the  gift  of  St.  Cath- 
arine, and  a  sad  valentine  for  spin- 
sters. 

Very  often  It  happens  In  France 
that  the  "best  people"  are  the  poor- 
est. They  will  not  let  their  sons 
enter  commercial  life,  and  the  more 
"gentlemanly"  professions,  such  as 
the  army  or  the  navy,  are  not  par- 
ticularly lucrative.  This  class  is 
leisured,  then,  from  choice.  But 
among  them  laziness  ls  an  unknown 
word  -except  when  applied  to  the 
peasant.

SLANTING    BOARD  EXERCISES 

A    very    fine    home  treatment, 
which  Is  exceptionally  good  In  cases 
of  constipation,  hernia,  and  in  ad- 
hesions or  prolapsus  of  any  of  the 
abdominal  organs,  is  taken  with  the 
aid   of   the  slanting   board.  The 
board   is  made   In   this  maimer 
Procure   two   smooth   boards  from 
a  lumber  yard.   They  should  be  six 
feet  long  and  one  Inch  thick  and 
twelve  Inches  wide.    Place  thr  two 
boards  together  side  by  side  and 
nail  two  small  boards  across  them, 
one  near  the  top  and  one  near  the 
bottom.    This  makes  a  sort  of  long 
table  without  legs.    Now  turn  the 
board  over  so  that  the  crossboards 
are   underneath.     Across  one  end 
nail  an  old  belt  or  piece  of  harness. 
This  should  be  tarkrd  at  either  end 
and  the  centre  with  enough  give  In 
It  to  allow  the  feet  to  slip  under,  on- 
on   each   board     The   strap  end 
should    be    placed    on    the  edrjc 
of  the  bed,  and  the  other  end  on 
the  floor.     The  board  should  be 
covered  with  a  quilt,  and  a  pillow 
placed  on  the  lower  end  when  tak- 
ing the  exercise*.    The  strap  serves 
to  hold  the  feet  In  position,  and 
the  slant  of  the  board  gives  thrm 
a  two  or  three  leet  elevation  over 
the   head.       When   finished  this 
board  Is  six  feet  long  and  two  feet 
wide. 

In  taking  the  exercises  lie  on 
your  back  with  your  feet  through 
the  loop',  of  leather  at  the  ton  ^f 
the  board.  Try  to  come  to  a  sitting 
position.  You  may  not  be  able  to 
do  this  at  first,  but  at  least  make 
the  effort,  as  the  effort  alone  Is  a 
god  exercise  and  has  a  tendency 
to  shake  the  abdominal  organs  away 
from  the  pelvis,  and  this  allows  a 
free  circulation  or  blood  around 
them  which  is  especially  beneflcj 
If  you  can.  bring  yourself  up  to  a 
slttlnjf  position  with  arms  over  hen 
Use  this  exercise  four  or  five  tlm^s 
at  first  and  continue  the  exercise 
several  times  until  you  can  do  it 
at  len«t  ten  times.  After  the  fitting 
exercise,  lie  bark  on  the  board  and 
remove  one  of  your  feet  from  the 
strap,  leaving  the  other  one  hooked 
underneath.  Now  raise  one  foot  over 
your   head.     Tills  exercise  ,  should 


hold  or  the  board  with  vour  hands 
and  bring  rorth  both  reet  directly 
over  your  head  with  legs  straight. 
This  exercise  should  also  be  done 
about  ten  times  at  first,  but  begin 
with  three  and  Increase  the  number 
of  times  each  day  as  you  become 
stronger. 

A  gocd  place  to  keep  the  board  is 
under  your  bed  so  It  will  be  con- 
venient to  use.  Whether  vou  are 
troubled  with  constipation  or  with 
a  hernia.  It  is  a  good  practice  to 
use  these  exercises  two  or  three 
times  daily,  producing  great  benefit 
in  any  case  where  any  of  the  ab- 
dominal organs,  such  as  the  intest- 
tine.  womb  01  stomach  has  pro- 
lapsed.

Production  in  th« 
past  five  years  or  the  past  ten  years 
has  been  greater  than  In  any  other 
equal  period  in  the  past  history  of 
the  Industry.    The  mines  are  amply 
and  substantially  equipped.  Hydro- 
electric power  is  well  supplied  at 
moderate  rates  and  labor  Is  plenti- 
ful.   Reserves,  although  rarely  def- 
initely   measurable,  are 
Still    large,    probably  far 
the  total  past  output.

DENVER.  Dec.  27.— Abolition  of  all 
corporal  punishment,  the  ball  and 
chain,  and  the  tno-maii  cell  are 
among  sweeping  reforms  in  prison 
methods  in  a  majority  report  sub 
mitted  to  Governor  William  H. 
Adams  by  his  special  committee 
named  to  investigate'  prison  affairs 
after  the  mutiny  of  October  3  at  the 
Canon  City  Penitentiary,  which  re- 
sulted fatally  to  eight  guards  and 
five  convicts. 

The  committee  denounced  the 
two-man  cell  as  follows:  "No  con- 
sideration whatever,  financial  or 
otherwise,  can  Justify  the  retention 
of  such  cells.  The  addition  of  others 
of  the  same  kind  would  be  bar- 
barous."

The  term  "Venetian  Glass"  al- 
ways conjures  up  In  the  mind  those 
lovely  and  fragile  objects  with 
which  we  are  familiar.

Then  about 
the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth 
century  they  made  lanterns  for  gal- 
leys and  lighthouses.  They  made 
glass  In  blocks  for  spectacle  makers, 
mosaic  glass,  window  glass,  glass  for 
mirrors,  each  branch  of  the  work 
being  under  its  own  code  of  laws 
which  bound  both  master  and  work- 
men. 

BECOMING  CELEBRATED 
About  1436  the  colored  glass  of 
Venice  began  to  be  celebrated,  and 
continued  so  for  centuries.  By  the 
fifteenth  and  continuing  to  the  six- 
teenth centuries  plain  glass  deco- 
rated with  gilt  and  enamel  was 
much  esteemed;  while  In  the  seven- 
teenth century  the  celebrated  vitro 
dt  trlna.  marbled  and  variegated 
glass  were  all  being  made  Mille- 
tiorl  extends  through  all  periods. 

The  enameled  glass  of  the  six- 
teenth century  was  very  beautiful, 
and  the  Imitations  of  Jasper,  agate 
and  chalcedony  very  successful 
The  vitro  di  trlna  or  lace  glass  con- 
sists of  fine  threads  of  white  or 
opaque  glass  contained  In  the  body 
glass  They  might  be  vertical  or 
horizontal,  and  might  appear  in  the 
form  of  ribs  or  bands  —From  "Old 
Glass.

WASHINGTON  Jan  1  -Leaders 
of  the  radio  Industry  are  of  one  ac- 
cord in  predicting  a  salutary  new 
year  for  radio  listeners  Not  only 
do  they  seek  to  dispel  all  fears  tnat 
present  receiving  sets  will  be  ren- 
dered obsolete  by  revolutionary  Im- 
provements, but  they  give  assurance 
that  better  programmes  and  Im- 
proved reception  confiitlons  are  In 
store. 

Television  Is  in  the  offing,  and 
predictions  regarding  the  time  of  its 
introduction  on  a  commercial  scale 
vary  from  two  to  five  years.  Until 
television  comes,  we  can  Oe  assured 
no  radical  changes  in  receiver  de- 
sign will  occur.  Changes  will  be  in 
the  nature  of  gradual  rather  than 
radical  Improvements.  There  Is  not 
even  a  prospect  of  anything  as  new 
as  the  electro-dynamic  speaker  of 
1928  or  the  screen-grid  of  192» 
NO  RADICAL  CHANGES 
"There  are  no  radical  changes  or 
which  we  know  at  the  present  time." 
writes  Major  Herbert  S.  Frost,  for- 
mer president  and  now  mercliandis- 
lng  chairman  of  the  Radio  Manu- 
facturers' Association,  "that  will 
tend  to  disturb  present  methods  of 
reception  or  tend  to  render  obsolete 
sets  that  have 
within  the  past  year 

"Probably  the  outstanding  achieve- 
ment in  radio  during  1930  from  the 
public's  point  of  view  will  come  from 
the  designers  of  radio  cabinets.  We 
will  undoubtedly  have  more  beau- 
tiful furniture.  Just  as  the  automo- 
bile Industry  learned  to  give  the  pub- 
lic cars  that  are  highly  attractive  in 
their  external  appearance,  so  will 
the  radio  industry  In  1930  strive  to 
give  the  public  radio  sets  with  cabi- 
nets that  will  become  Increasingly 
beautiful." 

Major  Frost  estimated  that  be- 
tween 3.000,000  and  3,500,000  new 
radio  sets  went  Into  American 
homes  last  year.  O.  H.  Caldwell,  the 
former  Federal  Radio  Commissioner, 
now  editor  of  a  leading  radio  trade 
Journal,  sets  the  figure  at  nearer 
4.000.000  and  reports  that  two  out 
of  every  three  homes  in  America  are 
still  prospects  for  modern  receivers. 
The  public,  he  says,  spent  #u0.000.- 
000  on  radio  equipment  last  year.

EDMONTON,  Dec.  27— Women 
liave  played  an  important  part  In 
the  establishment  of  hospitals  In 
Alberta  The  Women's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Anglican  Church  and  the  Women's 
Institutes  have  all  established  hos- 
pitals and  assumed  the  greater  part 
of  the  responsibility  for  their  up- 
keep The  Sisters  of  Charity  (Orey 
Nuns)  also  have  several  hospitals 
In  the  province,  while  the  early 
struggles  of  many  a  pioneer  settle- 
ment were  lightened  by  the  private 
nurse  who  operates  a  private  hos- 
pital, generally  at  a  loss  to  herself. 

But  It  was  left  for  one  woman  on 
her  own  Initiative  and  through  her 
effort*  to  establish  the  first  rural 
hospital  In  that  gTeat  district  lying 
between  Lamont  and  Saskatoon  on 
the  Canadian  National  Railways. 
Miss  Teetgen.  an  Englishwoman, 
remembered  as  "The  Lady  With  the 
Oreen  Veil."  a  name  given  her  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  she  wore  a 
green  veil  draped  on  her  hat,  was 
responsible  for  the  building  of  the 
cottage  hospital  at  Ialay  which  Is 
now  a  part  of  the  chain  of  munic- 
ipal hospitals. 

The  Lady  Mlnto  Hospital,  as  It 
was  first  known,  was  an  eight-bed 
and  two-cot  hospital,  built  In  1912, 
at  a  cost  of  15,000  Of  this  amount 
$2,000  was  granted  from  the  Lady 
Minto  fund.  The  rest  was  raised  by 
Miss  Teetgen  around  Islay  and  in 
Edmonton,  where  her  Idea  met  with 
favor. 

An  editorial  In  The  Vermillion 
Standard  of  June  5.  1912.  relates  In 
brief  the  hospital  history:  "Miss 
Teetgen.  an  English  lady,  came  to 
visit  her  sister  at  Islay.  When  there 
It  came  to  her  how  great  a  need 
there  was  for  such  an  Institution  If 
the  pioneer  woman  was  to  be  given 
a  chance  for  her  life.    While  others

Shipping  I  i  ff  y  Years  Ago 
t  nut nd  \  icloria  Keen  fled 
By  Old  lirilish  Colonist 


Sir  Henry  on  Shipboard 


The  Dally  Colonist  of  January  3, 
1880.  one  day  short  of  fifty  years 
ago.  contains  the  following  news 
Items: 

"The  steamer  Maude  left  port  for 
Nanalmo  at  7  o'clock  yesterday 
morning  with  the  mails  and  Father 
Donkele.  Messrs.  T.  Clyde.  H.  Wal- 
ler. Otferhaus  and  a  few  others. 

"Ths  bark  Adelaide  Cooper,  with 
a  cargo  of  lumber  from  Port 
Blakely,  W  T  ,  has  been  wrecked  oil 
fcan  Francisco  and  will  probably 
prove  a  total  loss. 

"The  steamer  Alexander  arrived 

at  Esquimau  on  Thursday  morning, 
having  In  tow  the  bark  Pride  of 

Lnrfiund." 

Captain  Joseph  Spratt,  of  Victoria, 
completed  the  fine  sternwheeler 
Maude  at  San  Juan  Island  in  18/2. 
She  was  supplied  with  machinery 
from  the  steam  barge  Transport, 
which  had  been  built  for  the  Cen- 
tral Pacific  Railroad  Company  and 
wrecked  on  Vancouver  Island  sev- 
eral years  before  while  en  route  to 
San  rTanclsco. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  feet 
long,  twenty-one  feet  in  beam  and 
nine  feet  deep,  the  Maude  made  her 
trial  trip  in  command  of  Captain 
Holmes  on  May  4.  lg*72.  Captain 
Holm—  remained  In  charge  until 
1877  and  was  followed  by  Captains 
Daniel  Morrison.  Rudlln  and  Ram- 
sey. 

In  1884  the  Maude  was  converted 
into  a  barge  and  on  September  18, 
1885.  was  fitted  with  a  propeller  in 
place  of  her  stern  wheel.  When 
Captain  Spratt  disposed  of  the  vessel 
to  the  Canadian  Pacific.  Navigation 
Company,  she  was  placed  on  various 
Brltisn  Columbia  routes  In  command 
of  Captains  Meyer.  Jones,  Berry, 
Urown,  Leaks  and  Roberts,  In  1891. 

IN     Mil  >l\llh 

In  the  sixties  the  Puget  Sound 
lumber  industry  attracted  many 
sailing  vessels  in  ballast  from  for- 
eign ports.  Among  them  was  the 
bark  Adelaide  Cooper.  In  1868  she 
was  plying  between  San  Francisco 
and  Puget  Sound  ports  In  command 
or  Capt:iin  Bean,  with  an  occasional 
call  at  Victoria. 

Built  by  McAllister  Brothers  at 
Port  Esslngton,  on  the  Skeena 
River,  the  tug  Alexander  was 
launched  In  1876.  She  was  180  feet 
long  with  a  beam  of  27  feet  and  was 
towed  to  Victoria  by  the  Otter  in 


November  to  receive  her  machinery, 
which  came  from  England  on  the 
bark  Mountain  Laurel. 

It  cost  a  small  fortune  to  build  the 
tug,  which  soon  was  named  •  Mc- 
Allister's Folly."  and  the  cost  of  op- 
erating her  was  in  proportion  to  her 
dimensions.  Captain  Rudlln,  her 
first  master,  was  succeeded  by  Cap- 
tains Morrison,  Marchant.  J.  D. 
Warren.  John  McAllister,  Urquhart 
and  Bendrodt. 

As  soon  as  the  running  expenses 
had  exhausted  McAllister  Brothers" 
wealth,  the  Alexander  was  sold  to 
Mr.  R.  Dunsmuir  In  June.  ls«0,  lor 
$15,000.  She  was  operated  out  of 
Victoria  until  1890.  when  she  was 
sold  to  Mr.  T.  H.  P.  Whitelaw,  of 
San  Francisco,  who  converted  her 
into  a  whales. 

Fitted  with  two  huge  sidewheels. 
a  high  bow.  one  matt  and  plenty  of 
deck  space,  the  Alexander  had  two 
narrow  funnels  with  black  tops, 
about  nineteen  feet  high  She  was 
bullL  on  the  Skeena  River  on  ac- 
count of  the  accessibility  of  plenty 
of  raw  matprlal  and  had  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  largest  tug  In  the

Invented  a  method  of  direction  by 
Hertzian  waves  by  which  vessels 
and  aeroplanes  can  navigate  with-  | 
out  compasses  and  evade  storms 
The  Inventor  has  imagined  a 
system  of  electro-magnetic  routes 
on  the  sea  and  In  the  air,  and 
claims  that  It  will  make  traveling 
free  from  danger.  Starting  from 
the  Idea  that  there  should  be  "roads" 
on  the  sea  and  In  tfle  air  as  well 
as  on  land,  he  set  to  work  to  con- 
ceive routes  which  could  be  changed 
according  to  the  meteorolgical  re- 
ports received. 

Thse  routes,  he  thought,  could  be 
obtained  by  the  aid  of  revolving  and 
synchronized  apparatus,  which  could 
emit  luminous  or  audible  Hertzian 
waves,  which  would  cross  each  other 
at  the  exact  centre  of  the  route 
to  be  followed.  On  the  departure 
of  an  aeroplane  or  vessel  the  Itin- 
erary is  traced,  but  In  the  event  of 
reports  of  bad  weather  from  the 
meteorological  centre,  with  which 
the  vessel  or  aeroplane  ls  In  con- 
stant communication,  another  Itin- 
erary is  traced  on  paper  and  tech- 
nically produced  on  a  new  perfor- 
ated film. 

This  ls  inserted  into  the  trans- 
mitting apparatus,  which  Indicates 
the  new  route  to  be  followed  by  the 
waves  crossing  each  other.  It  ls 
sufficient  for  the  aeroplane  or  ves- 
sel to  have  an  aerial  lor  receiving 
these  Indications. 

The  Hertzian  beacons  modify  their 
indications  by  each  change  of  angle, 
and.  while  one  of  them  shows  the 
distance  that  remains  to  be  travel- 
ed, the  other  Informs  the  aviator 
of  the  altitude  at  whJch  he  ought 
to  fly. 

M.  Loth  claims  that  his  inven- 
tion will  be  a  boon  to  aerial  navi- 
gation. He  considers  that  there  will 
be  no  need  for  a  navigator  and 
that  the  pilot  will  be  sufficient 
since  the  route  ls  traced  for  him. 
It  will  also,  he  ls  convinced,  be 
valuable  for  maritime  navigation. 
At  present  the  radius  of  the  beacons 
extends  to  400  nautical  miles,  but 
M.  Loth  hopes  to  enlarge  it  soon.
